PIRACY AND RBVOLT. 

The following is understood to be i 
more dhrrect account than those publish 
ed of the proceedings iustituated against 
the men lately arrested from on hoard 
the Spanish brig Fortune at Philadelphia. 

It is paid that the privateer Julia de For¬ 
rest, vrith a crew of 90 men, mostly ship¬ 
ped at Baltimore, sailed from there on a 
cruise last January, commanded by one 
WilBon, a Scotsman. After various ad¬ 
ventures, and making four other captures 
they took on the 10mr of April, off Cape 
St. Vincent, the Spanioh brig Fdrtuna, 
bound from Havana for Cadiz. The offi¬ 
cers and passengers, among them a Span¬ 
ish coiohel ami family, were spoliated of 
their money, to a considerable amount, 
and plate. The crew of the Spanish ves¬ 
sel, and her captaio, Gaona, were taken 
out, and two prize-masters and five.men 
put on board of her, with orders to take 
her to Marquerita, for condemnation. The 
Julia De Forrest asserted a Buenos Ayres 
commission. 

Burk, the principal prize-master, it ofl 
Rhode Island; Davies, his mate, of this 
city; & of the five men, one of them is an 
Engjishman, 6ne an Intalian, and three 
Americans, two of them pf Philadelphia;' 
their names are Janies Keyser, Andrew 
Murray, William Stout, James Spur, and 
Thomas Brdh or Purley. When arrived
